Boston News Bureau, Boston: No- 
where are our preliminary traiff skir- 
mishes watched more closely than in 
Canada. Already the proposed in- 
creases in the tariff on the manufac- 
tured goods and raw materials of the 
Dominion have stirred up in Canadians 
the disagreeable prospect of retalia- 
tory measures, 

The tremendous potential buying 
power of Canada appears in the fact 
that, though she has a smaller popu- 
lation than the single state of Penn- 
sylvania, she ranks fifth in foreign 
trade among the nations of the world. 
Iiven more pertinent to the problems 
of American tariff policy is Canada’s 
position as our best customer. One- 
fifth of the entire exports of the 
United States, goes to the Canadian 
market; and Canada buys from us 
yearly $300,000,000 more than we buy 
from her, Moreover, our imports 
from Canada are mainly newsprint 
and needed raw materials, while our 
exports are made up, almost wholly, 
of manufactured goods. 

It may not be true, except as a mat- 
ter of business policy, that “the cus- 
tomer is always right.” But two 
great neighbors who are a geograph- 
ical unit would gain more from an 
approach to economic unity than from 
a tariff war. Far better the greatest 
possible interchange of goods than an 
unconsidered increase of duties that 
would affect adversely a fifth of our 
entire export trade, 

Journal of Commerce, New York: 
According to reports which have been 
sent to various newspapers in this 
city by trustworthy correspondents in 
that country, the inhabitants of 
Canada from west to east are feeling 
a good deal of worry at the proposal 
that has been made to adopt tariff 
duties at Washington which are quite 
manifestly intended to discriminate 
against them. Among these are the 
very high rates on farm products of 
various classes. True, they do not 
specifically discriminate against Can- 
ada, because they are technically ap- 
plicable to goods from all parts of the 
world, but since ‘Canada is the only 
quarter from which we are likely to 
get these goods in very large volume, 
they do, as a matter of fact, operate 
as a severe handicap upon Canadian 
trade with the United States. There 
are many other phases of the situa- 
tion that appear to figure largely, but 
this one may be taken as a sample of 
all, 

It ought not to be necessary to en- 
large upon the various reasons why a 
friendly and considerate policy ought 
to be pursued by this country toward 
Canada, There are many such, and

For the immediate purpose 
however, it is necessary only to refer 
to an obvious, but essential considera- 
tion—it would be bad business for us 
to do anything that could alienate the 
good feeling of the conservative men 
in Canada, or that could afford a rea- 
son to those who are always seeking 
to find some cause of offence in our 
conduct for attacking our trade and 
subjecting it to hardships. 

The Journal of Commerce has on 
former occasions called attention to 
the fact that our export trade is a 
home industry which is greatly in 
need of protection. About 20 per cent 
of all our fixed capital and plant 
capacity is engaged in this industry, 
inasmuch as about that percentage of 
our manufacturing power cannot find 
a market at home, but must find it 
elsewhere, The protection which this 
industry, probably the largest in the 
United States, needs, is found in the 
existence of favorable customs condi- 
tions in foreign ports. Unfavorable 
conditions there mean that our in- 
dustry af exporting has lost its pro- 
tection and is obliged to meet cut- 
throat competition. If this argument 
is valid anywhere, it is more valid in 
the case of our Canadian trade than 
elsewhere, since our trade with that 
country is more easily carried on, and 
requires far less adjustment to spe- 
cial needs, fashions and fancies than 
does any other element in our busi- 
ness.

HAT MAIN HIGHWAY 
—e =o 

Otto D. Christensen and Ed. Chris- 
tensen, of Standard, were in Hussar 
Monday, reviving interest in the 
Calgary-Medicing Hat highways being 
graded, ready for gravel, at least as 
far as Hussar this year, Now that 
the Rosedale highway is completed, 
most of the Drumheller and Wayne 
traffic south and west goes by way 
of Hussar. 

Traffic from the East over this 
direct route, has been increasing yeqrly 
until now practically 100% use this 
route. 

Two years ago a petition of over 800 
signers, was taken to Edmonton by* 
a committee composed of Messrs J. B. 
bursh and W. J, Hoagland and placed 
before the Hon. Minister of Public 
Works, urging that the Highway be 
extended from Calgary due East to 
the township line, one mile east of 
Hussar, thence south and east to 
Bassano, pointing out that this route 
would serve by far the greater terri- 
tory, being the most direct with easy 
|grades and solid clay foundation. 

Engineers going over this route later 
found, besides these conditions, that 
there were several good pits tributary, 
Wwhoch would be available for gravel- 
Ing Since that time new conditions 
have developed that make it a cer. 
tainty that this highway will be ex- 
tended due east to tlie Red Deer river, 
to tap the country east of it, and a 
direct highway for Dorothy, Gem and
